Mrs. Catherine Hammett of 402 
Blase avenue, who accepted as ac- 
curate a letter received May 1 stat- 
ing her son, John L. Hammett, a 
drafted man from the Fifth Ward, 
had been killed in France, was noti- 
fied yesterday by the War Depart- 
ment that he is alive and well. The 
first message was contained in an 
unexplained letter, which is being in- 
vestigated. ; 

The letter purported to be signed 
by an army officer, dated “An At- 
lantic Port,” and stated that “your 
son has made the supreme sgcrifice 
for his country,” and offered to for- 
ward his effects to Mrs. Hammett. 
Mrs. Hammett resigned herself to 
the loss, but when, after a few days, 
the customary Official notification 
from the War Department failed to 
arrive, she wrote to Congressman 
Igoe, asking him to investigate.

“Igoe found that the War Depart- 
ment had no record of Hammett’s 
supposed death. The Red Cross took 
up the matter and wired its Paris 
office to trace Hammett, with the re-

Department of Labor, the men thus 
bevy will be allocated.among those 
industries whose welfare is bound up 
'with the winning of the war. | 
For example, a floor walker who 
may have been placed im class 4, be- 
cause he has a wife and children 
dependent upon him, will have to 
| find work in one of the preferred 
war industries, so that his efforts 
will be conducive to the main busi- 
ness of the nation—winning the war. 
If he does not engage in such oc- 
cupation, the classification previous- 
ly given him will be automatically. 
cancelled and he will become imme- 
diately available for outright mili- 
tary duty. Precisely the same proc- 
ess. is to be followed with idlers 
who, for one reason or another, have 
been given deferred classifications. 
“War-work or fight,” fairly well 
phrases the new _rule. 
Effective on July 1. — 
After the new provision becomes 
effective on July 1, the first ques- 
tion to be dsked of a draftee will not 
touch on his social condition, but 
will concern itself with his indus- 
trial status. He will not be asked 
first if he is married, has children, 
but at what he is working. If he is 
in the prescribed class, then nothing 
short of a physical disability can de- 
fer his military obligation, unless he 
changes work from the nonessential 
to those enterprises. whose success 
effects our military preparations. 
Through the operation of the rule 
women will be projected into the 
various flelds of work heretofore 
largely restricted to men. Those who 
are familiar with the situation are 
sure this is but the beginning of a 
movement that will end in what may 
be called universal conscription. To 
all intents that condition is already 
achieved through the new rule which 
gives the draft boards complete pow- 
er over all men now within the draft 
age. Instead of limiting the author- 
ity of the boards to the question 
of military service, they now become 
supreme in the matter of withdraw- 
ing labor from the useless under- 
takings and shifting it to the useful 
ones. 
The belief is general in well in- 
formed circles that it will not be long 
before the draft age is raised to 40 
or 45, and with that proposition will 
go the corrolary governing the dis- 
tribution of workers among the use- 
ful industries. 
What are the useful industries? 
That is a question that the Secre- 
tary of War and the Provost Mar- 
ehal-General find easier to answer 
by negation than by affirmation. In

IRS. STOKES GUILTY 
UNDER ESPIONAGE ACT 


Judge to Hear Motion for New 
Trial on Jan. 1 — She 
Goes Home.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 24.— 
Mrs. Rose Pastor Stokes, accom- 
panied by her husband, J. G. Phelps 
Stokes, left Kansas City last night 


for their home in New York, fol- 
lowing her conviction on the charge 
of violating the espionage act. Mrs. 
Stokes explained that she wished 
to spend as much time at home as 
possible before returning here June 
1, when Judge Van Valkenburgh 
will consider the motion for a new 
trial and pass sentence, if the mo- 
tion is denied. 

The specific act upon which Mrs. 
Stokes was indicted was the writing 
to the Kansas City Star of a signed 
communrcation in which she said 
she was not for the Government :.nd 
did not believe the United States 
should have the unqualified support 
of every citizen in its war aims. 

“No Government which is for the 
profiteers can also be for the peo- 
ple,” the letter said, “and I am ‘or 
the people while the Government is 
for the profiteers.”’ 

As she was leaving the court 
room Mrs. Stokes declared she in- 
tended going on with her work, re: 
gardiless of the outcome of the case. 

“If I keep my health,” she said, 
“I expect to continue my work and 
if I snould be locked up it would 
make my efforts tremendously more 
effectively.” 

The offense for which Mrs. Stokes 
was convicted carries with it a pos- 
sible penalty of a fine of $10,000 or 
imprisonment for 20 years or botr 
on each of three counts.

In my thoughts and 
energies this case comes first, until 
it is fintshed.

Half cup rice, 2 tablespoons green 
pepper or onion, chopped; 1 cup to- 
matoes, 1 tablespoon butter, 1 tea- 
spoon sugar, 1% cups stock or wa- 
ter, 1 teaspoon salt. Wash the rice. 
If the pepper is used, discard the 
seeds. If fresh tomatoes are used, 
remove the skins, and cut the toma- 
toes in pieces before measuring them. 
Place all the ingredients together in 
the food container, bring the mix- 
ture to the boiling point and transfer 
the kettle to the fireless cooker. Al- 
low it to remain in the ‘cooker for 
one hour.

Now it may be put into the 
After 2 or 3 hours it is 
soft, but a better flavor will be de- 
veloped by longer cooking. It may 
remain in the cooker overnight in 
the same manner as the hominy 
grits are cooked. (about 12 hours). 
Next morning it may have to be re- 
heated. To do this, set the cooker 
pan in a pan of water over thé fire. 
When the water boils up well, the 
oatmeal may be served.

Baseball a Time-Waster ? 


UT the optimists appear to have 
overlooked two important 
phases of the situation, one of which 
appears of vital importance. The first 
is that the major leagues are not the 
only ones operating, and that if the 
major leagues’ right to exist is ac- 
knowledged, all the minors will have 
to be accorded the same privilege. 
The crux of the case against base- 
ball, however, seems to be this: 


That, since baseball games are 
played in daylight working 
hours, they draw men from use- 
ful employments to attend them. 
The effect of this may be appre- 

cilated in the light of the average 
annual attendance. Setting this at 
7,000,000 for both leagues, during 
the entire season, and averaging 
baseball games at two hours each, 
14,000,000 working hours are sacri- 
ficed annually on the altar of the 
national game in major leagues 
alone. 

This is equivalent to the work 
of 1000 men for nearly five 
years, 300 10-hour days a year! 
This is the feature that will have 

to be analyzed and efplained before 
the Government will give baseball 
the right to uve in war time.
